Is Allowed $60 a Month. 

Mrs. Shevlin was married in St. Louis 
four years ago, the wedding having been 
the culmination of a schoolday’s fo- 
mance. She was a St. Louis gi¥l then, 
but recently has been living at Novinger, 
a small mining city in Adair County. 

Mrs. Shevlin appeared before Judge 
Shelton yesterday apd supported her 
demand for alimony by representing 
that her husband is worth $30,000 and 
draws a salary exceeding $300 a month. 

It appears that after devoting $50 a 
month to her wardrobe the plaintiff 
will have to be content with very sim- 
ple things in the way of other essentials 
of life in such an extravagant city as 
St. Louis, as the Court allowed only $60 
a month alimony.

The sign is directly over the door lead- 
ing into the wineroom. 

This door was open Monday night and 
the end of the long table with the old 
red tablecloth could be easily observed 
merely by looking around the corner of 
the door.

Manhaggs of the costume departments 
of ‘big St. Louis shops agree with Mrs. 
Sheviin that $600 a year is a small 
allowance for dress, if a woman has a 
social position to maintain. 

“Tf she had a trip to make, the cost 
of her wardrobe would exceed $600, even 
with economy,’’ said Mrs. Aimee Nacke. 
‘Indeed, I do not see how she could 
dress comfortably on that sum, even if 
she were a stay-at-home. A business 
woman, neatly, but not overdressed, 
with a few modest evening and dinner 
gowns, might be @ble to get along on 
that, but a woman of position couldn’t, 
unless she made some of her own gowns 
and designed nearly all of them. What

Is Victim With Fireman 
at Annapolis, Mo. 





Two men are reported to have been 
killed, 10 mail clerks and half a dozen 
trainmen hurt, in the wreck of the Iron 
Mountain fast mail, which left St. 
Louis at 2:30 a. m. Tuesday. It jumped 
the track at Annapolis, Mo., while 
rounding a curve at a speed said to be 
nearly 60 miles an hour. 

William Wonder, engineer of the 
train, and the fireman are said to be 
dead. Conductor Williams is sald to 
have suffered a broken wrist. The 
names of the others injured could noi 
be obtained. 

Wonder has a record for taking the 
fast mail through on schedule time, even 
in-the face of obstacles, and holds the 
record for the run from St. Louls to 
Poplar Bluff, which he made three 
months ago in 2 hours and 59 minutes. 
The trip usually requires more than four 
hours. Wonder's high speed was due 
to a delay soon after he left St. Louis. 

The wreck is the fourth within two 
years of the fast mail. Two of the prev- 
ious wrecks were in St. Louis, one of 
them being at the Ivory avenue cross- 
ing. 

A train carrying the men injured in 
the wreck left the scene, due to reach 
Union Station at 2:30 p. m. 

At the Annex Postoffice, Union Sta- 
tion, reports were received at+- noon 
stating that all the 10 mail clerks on 
the train were injured. The injuries of 
individuals were not detailed. The 
clerks on the train, all of whom live in 
or near St. Louis, were B. D. Lydick, 
BE.

34 PASSENGERS: $ HURT WHEN

George Burton of Alton, who is in the 
County Jail at Edwardsville facing. re- 
sponsibility for the death of Leo Wentz 


and Louis Weibrecht of Marine, two 
men he admits choking to death with 
his bare hands, was not discouraged 
Tuesday morning at learning the result 
of the inquest Monday night. The coro- 
ner’s jury held him for murder without 
bail to await the action of the Circuit 
Court grand jury which assembles 
Oct. 17. 

In the jail at Edwardsville Tuesday 
Burton gave out the first interview 
since the tragedy of Saturday night. 

“I am not worried by the jury’s ver- 
dict,” he said. “It is all right. I am 
confident of proving my innocence when 
the case comes up. What I did was in 
self-defense and I can easily show 
this. 

“I dq not care to discuss the details 
of the affair, all of which I have ex- 
plained fully to my lawyer, but I will say, 
that if it had taken place in the light, 
the men would be alive today. We could 
not see what we were doing, as the 
place was in black darkness, and I did 
not know that I had killed the men un- 
til I obtained assistance. 

“Two years ago I gave up wrestling 
at my mother’s request, because she 
was afraid that I might hurt some one 
or be hurt myself in the rough game.”

A flock of 47 carrier pigeons 
was released at Doual yesterday at the 
same instant that Le Blanc fn his Far- 
man biplane started from the mark on 
his 60-mile flight to Amiens. 
Rushing without a tremor through 
the calm air, the aeroplane soon outdis- 


tanced the birds and when Le Blanc 


reached Amiens the flock was not yet 
in sight, the first pigeon arriving six 
minutes and twenty -seconds after Le 
Blanc. Before the last of the flock 
had come in, Legagneux, who had 
started at the same time as Le. Blanc 
but who had consumed nine minutes 
more on the trip, arrived, beating the 
last pigeon by twelve minutes. 

Le Blanc increased his lead in the 
contest for the $25,000 prize covering 
the distance in 1 hour 14 minutes and 
29 seconds, Legagneux taking 1 hour 2 
minutes and 61 seconds and Aubrun 1 
hour, 24 minutes and 12 seconds. 

Le Bilanc’s total time for the five laps 
thus far completed is 10 hours 16 min- 
utes and 49 seconds; Aubrun, 11 hours 
26 minutes and 57 seconds. 

Hubert Latham flew today from Isay 
Les Molineaux, in the suburbs of Paris, 
to Amiens, stopping en route to take 
lunch with friends at Breteunl. He 
thereby accomplished practically the 
last lap in the cross-country race, & 
distance of about 68 miles, but in the 
reverse direction. 

He intends to return to Paris tomor- 
row morning with the surviving, com- 
petitors in the cross-country race. The 
aviators attached to the French army 
also will participate in the final lap to- 
morrow.

| Weol Tariff Benefits Few. 

“In all the United States there were 
& per cent of the people directly finaa- 
cially interested in maintaining the ex- 
orbitant tariff on woolen goods, and 
perhaps less than 1 per cent of this 5 
per cent got 9% per cent of the spoils 
beyond a living, and yet every citizen 
must have woolen garments and blan- 
kets. 

“We doubt not that every increase tn 
Gost of these goods has added its 
thousands of victims to the silent ten- 
ants of the cemeteries and graveyards: 
yet every effort to reduce even the most 
prohibitery duties so as to permit every 
American citizen to be warmly clad at 
& reasonable cost was persistently voted 
down. 

"This discrimination in favor of the 
rich and against the poor was dis- 
tinctly pointed out to the Senate while 
the Payne-Aldrich bill was under con- 
sideration. It was shown that raw silk 
was admitted free of duty and the 
manufactured article averaged only 655 
per cent, while a duty of 135 per cent 
was laid on woolen or worsted cloths 
valued at not more than 4 cents per 
pound, an article largely in use by a 
vast number of our people. 


Low Tariff on Luxuries. 

“Champagne was put on the sched- 
ules at from 64 to 66 per cent while 
wearing apparel was taxed from 80 to 92 
per cent. Drinking champagne was to 
be encouraged and Wearing woolen 
clothes discouraged. So with hats, 
those bringing not over $4.50 per dozen 
were taxed 77 per cent and those valued 
at more than $18 per dozen 47 per cent.

tent of the tariff; and that when we do 
not buy the imported article the pro- 
tected manufacturer puts approximately 


_ erease the prices to be realized by the 
manufacturers producing the article af- 


grocers, 


working of our combines,” they say 
that “while everywhere else in the 
world the price of harvesting machin- 
ery has been appreciably reduced 
since 1900, in the United States it has 
been materially increased. The in- 
crease started nearly contemporane- 
ously with the Dingley tariff.” 
As to wages, they say that “the 
fear that wages would fall if the 
tariff were removed, and the fall in 


‘prices would not be a clear gain 


to the consumer, is not warranted by 
the experience of Great Britain. 
Great Britain is a free-trade nation, 
and it is the most prosperous nation 
in ‘the world except our own.” 

Showing .:the effect of the tariff on 
prices, they instance sugar, on which 
the American consumer, they say, pays 
more than the London consumer by the 
difference between the sugar tariffs in 
the two countries, plus 17 cents per 
hundred pounds. 


Trusts Aided by Tariff Wall. 
Taking up the subject of trusts, com- 


binations and monopolies, they declare 
that “there are few trusts that could 
survive a revenue tariff. They flourish 
only under the shadow of high protec- 
tive walls. Standing behind those 
walls that shut off foreign competition, 
and déstroying domestic competition by 
consolidations and absorptions, they are 
limited only to selling at a fraction less 
thdn the foreign price plus the protec- 
tive duty. 

‘@hat they reduce cost of production 
seems certain, but it is in rare cases 
that the public or the laborers employed 
by them participate in the enlarged 
profit. So enormous have been their 
profits that we find organizations spring- 
ing up all over the country, like the 
Elgin Board of Trade, the wholesale 
lumber dealers—associations 
that have contributed largely to the 
advance in prices and the frauds per- 
petrated by manufacturers of certain 


goods by reducing the weight of con- 


tents of packages from 2 to & per 
cent and maintaining the same price. 


Ww s Higher Under Free Trade. 
“Tt is about sixty years since Great 


Britain adopted free trade, and during 
that time, according to a table pub- 
lished in Whitaker’s Almanac, wages 
have increased 81.7 per cent and prices 
only 3 per cent. It is, therefore, wel] 
seen that the abolition of the tariff in 
England did,not bring down the iate of 
wages. Neither would it in-this coun- 
try. If we remove the obstruction, al- 
lowing prices to sink to their natural 
level, the question of Wages may be 
trusted to take care of itself.” 

Replying to the majority's statement, 
in its report, that an “increased de- 
mand for farm products” is a cause of 
advancing prices, the minority cite the 
wheat crop as having increased from 
less than seven bushels per capita in 
1900 to more than eight In 1909; corn 
from 27 to 30 bushels per capita, and 
potatoes from almost three to more than 
four bushels. Notwithstanding the tn. 
crease in the price of farm products, 
the farmer, they say, “has realized a 
small net return on his labor and in- 


‘vestment by reason of the increased cost 


of the articles necessary for him to pur. 
chase to carry on his business.”

T WOULD be far easier and take up

There may be a few immaterial, not 
worth mentioning, commodities not 
made in St. Louis, and not shown at 
the show, but according to the exhibi- 
tion I should judge that a high exclu- 
sive wall might be built around the city 
and we would still live in the utmost 
comfort and plenty, so far as manufac- 
tured goods are concerned. 

Some things, such as olive oil and 
foods packed by that means, Paris hats 
and gowns, Egyptian cigarettes, Alaska 
furs and many luxuries and necessities 
we've been thanking other localities 
for bestowing upon us, it develops, are 
made right here in St. Louis. 

It is an awe-inspiring exhibition to a 
mere woman. I wandered about won- 
derstruck at the technical exhibitions of 
processes, overpowered by unfamiliar 
scenes.

RAILWAY INVESTIGATIUN. 
According to the Philadelphia Railway World, 


the ‘appropriation of $25,000 to defray the ex- 


penses of a commission to investigate railway 
conditions is a waste of money. It says: “For 
$250, or 1 per cent of this appropriation, the 
Railway World will undertake to furnish the 
President with the facts of every issue of rail- 
way capital put out in the United States in the 
last 20 years.” 

As a rule, one does not follow with confidence 
criticisms of the Government by railroad authori- 
ties. It is natural for them to-protest against 
every effort at investigation of their secrets and 
their iniquities. In this case, however, the criti- 
cism appears to be just. There ought not to be 
any, great difficulty in obtaining information as 
to the amount of stock issues that have been put 
out by railways, or as to the amount obtained 
for them. Perhaps, however, it would be more 
difficult to find out how much of the money was 
applied to railway construction and betterment, 
and how much to the private pockets of certain 
high financiers. 

. The most interesting statement of the Railway 
World on the subject, however, is this: 

The editor of this newspaper was once invited 
by a high Government official to investigate a 
certain alleged industrial combination. He was 
informed that the purpose of the investigation 
was to start a k-fire,” and was given to 
understand that unless the report showed the 
existence of an illegal combination, conducting 
the business in an illegal manner, it would not 
be acceptable to the officials who were promot- 
ing the investigation. 

It is a pity the Railway World does not feel 
at liberty to disclose the name of that “high 
Government official” and the nature of the in- 
vestigation desired. Perhaps some day, when the 
Government has finished investigating the rail- 
roads, it wil be worth while for the people to 
investigate the Government. 
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If report is true, would it not be more proper 
‘to say that J. Pierpont Morgan and John D. 
Rockefeller are in restraint of the Chicago Trib- 
une, rather than in control of it?

POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS. 
From the Springfield Republican. 

New England postoffices do not figure 
numerously in the applications going on 
to Washington under the postal savings 
bank act. ‘Of 390 postoffices which have 
so far applied for designation as postal 
savings depositories, less than 5 per cent 
are located in this section of the coun- 
try, while Minnesota alone figures to the 
extent of 10 per cent. Most of the ap- 
plications come from west of the Mis- 
sissippi, where the states have been 
inexcusably negligent in providing se- 
cure savings systems for the thrifty 
of small means. No doubt in those 
Eastern states which have provided such 
systems,the popular preference ‘will re- 
main with the state banks, and if this 
proves to be the case it is possible that 
the. Western states will in time develop 
state systems right under the shadow 
of the 2 per cent postal system.

KOBUSGH IS AFTER 
CASH IN THE EAST 
FOR CAR COMPANY 


Local Financiers Expect Deal 
With Beggs as an Aid, 
Will Succeed. 


Negotiations for the reorganization of 
the St. Louis Car Co., by which John L 
Beggs will own one-third, or $1,000,000 of 
the stock, and George J. Kobusch will 
retain two-thirds, continued Tuesday. 


Kobusch ig in New York arranging 
with a London syndicate for the sale 
of the company’s preferred stock, and 
for the financing of several Kobusch 
mining properties, two deals which are 
expected to supply him with the re- 
quired ready money to finance the car 
company deal. 

The progress of these negotiations 
were not communicated to Sst. Louis 
Tuesday, although Kobusch's friends 
said there was no reason to doubt that 
the arrangements would be satisfac- 
torily concluded within a few days. 
Representative of the London syrdicate 
recently made an extensive investiga- 
tion of the car company property and 
of the mining properties. 

Surplus From Preferred Stock. 
The sale of the preferred stock, ac- 
cording to persons interested in the suc- 
cess of the negotiations, will give a 














to satisfy all unseoured claims and have 
a fund to meet current expenses. 

Ben F. Edwards.. president of the Na- 
tional Bank of Commérce, one of the 
creditors of the car company, said Tues- 
day that he was not informed as to the 
progress of negotiations, and did not 
know what arrangements had been 
made to meet the outstanding indebted- 
ness. 

Saunders Norvell, who had been ne- 
cided on for the president of the St. 
Loulg Car Co., before Beggs appeared 
in the deal, said Tuesday he was en- 
tirely out of the negotiations. 

“IT do not know exactly what the 
situation is,’’ said Norvell. “I am out 
of it, have dropped the whole thing, 


and it is up te Beggs and Kobusch. If 


they can get the money, I suppose there 
is no doubt that the company will be 
reorganized with them in control. 


Declares Kobusch Was Fatr. . 
“IT want to correct what seems to be 


a misunderstanding as to Kobusch’s at- 
titude toward the interests which were 
negotiating with him, and which would 
have resulted in my accepting the presi- 
@ency of the company. Kobusch was 
perfectly fair in his treatment of us. 
‘He had signed no agreements, and it 
was simply a case of his rejection of our 
proposition when he decided he could 
de better In negotiations with Beggs.”’
